some of the varieties of the latter, such as the Wild Goose, ete., have 
given good results. Plums will grow vigorously in almost every part of 
this country, but it only bears its finest and most abundant crops oun heavy 


loams or where there is considerable clay.

Parties grow- 
ing Gabesberties have bagn nown to make as high as $300.00 to the acre; 
and we have an instance where a man having six rows of Houghton Goose- 
berries, each row ninety yards long, sold over $50.00 worth of fruit. Cur- 
rants have long been grown by people fer family use, and should be plant- 
ed more as a market crop. They are very profitable, and we recommend 
the red varieties, such as Cherry and Fays. 
Raspberries. Parties growing the red Raspberries have been erduile ; 
troubled, and in some instances their crop has been a failure, by their be- 
ing winter-killed: Although the Brandywine and the Cuthbert have been 
the leading varieties, they have proved a failure with a great many grow- 
ers ou account of this. The Miller Raspberry is being planted largely in . 
place of these on account of its superiority over these varieties, it being « 
hardier, the fruit larger, firmer, and averaging more fruit to the aere. It 
was known to bring fourteen cents a pint in the Philadelphia market last 
season. We recommend the planting of this variety. The Capsare hard- 


ier than the average red Raspberry, but their fruit is not as valuable. a 

Blackberries have been a very profitable crop for the last several sea- te 
sons. We recommend the early varieties, such as Early Harvest, Wilson’s % 
Early and Lueretia Dewberry. The Lucretias are the easliest of the lot, ee 
and a great many growers have fallen in love with this variety. Sixty- ‘onl 


five of these berries have been known to fill a quart measure, while it took 
over three hundred Early Harvest to fill the same.
